March 1652 | This moneth produceth ſtormy tempcſts at home, 
but a calm \Macnce attends the coming ofitin : Moſt Nations in 
Exrope make{.cagues with the Engliſhe(pecially the Swedes, Danezand 
Duteb. About rhis time a gallent Fleet of Engliſh put to Sea; andin a 
ſhort ſpace become viorious againſt P. ince Rupere, and the Portrgal 
Armado,taking many, and diſpiarfing the reſt. On the 29 of this Mc- 
necha great Eclipfe will happen, in which eime the Sun will be al- 
moſt totally darkened (as at the pafion of our Saviour) and the fters 
appear in the Firmament in the day time. It happens on a Munday;, 
which may well be called Black-Mundey : it is = Precurſor of great 
calamities and miſchiefs that ſhall happen to the people and places 
concerned in ir,efpecially all Europe,aud more eſpecially Enplend: it 
is the terribleft eclipſethat hath been ſeen in our dayes, —_ as mira- 
culous as that was at the time of our Savieurs Pai, when there was 
darkuefſe on-alf the Land, from tbe 6 hour until the g.and the vail of the Tem- 
ple was rent in tyxrin ; and what horrid calamities hapned to the Jewes 
after that ? How wereth & © "20 by Tits Veſpacien ? their Tem- 
ples deſtroyed, deface d,an lyes led into captivity ? what alte+ 
rations of Government didthere not happen? what blood-ſhed;what 
murthers were not there perpetrayed? how did theyembroil their 
hands in one anothers bowels, Father againſt the Son, & Yon againſt
